J. M . Cannon, president of the 
Cannon D ry Goods Co., returned 
this morning from E l Paso, Texas, 
for which point he took his de­ 
parture a 
month ago tomorrow,

Three 
and one-half years 
ago

Louis and purchased 
the Grand

til the store was destroyed by fire 
a couple of months since, 
Mr, Cannon and his associates 
then purchased the stock and fix­ 
tures of the Bryant-Tewm ey Dry 
Goods company, and took posses­ 
sion at once, expecting that in the 
near future parties interested would 
erect a suitable structure on the 
Grand Central site, which could be 
leased by the Cannon D ry Goods 
company. 
Time passed without any action 
being taken looking to the erection 
of such a structure as Mr. Cannon 
felt his business required, so he be­ 
gan looking around for a location 
in some other city.

Yes, it is true my associates in 
the business here and myself have 
decided to remove to E l Paso, and 
to that end I closed a contract last 
Saturday.

with me here and old friends else­ 
where whose names it is not neces­ 
sary to mention at this time. 
W e 
propose to erect a three-story build­ 
ing of brick, stone and steel, i26x 
90 feet, and will occupy it as soon 
as it is completed. 
Just when that 
will be I cannot say at this time.

In the meantime we will con­ 
tinue our business here, and hope to 
receive the same liberal patronage 
that has been accorded us in the 
past,” 
Mr. Cannon is highly elated over 
the prospects at E l Paso, but he 
has a warm place in his heart for
